opinions and his character, that no other man in 
Congress could exercise. 

But what may be the consequences of advo- 
cating the election to the presidency of such a 
man as Henry Clay? God only knows... The 
harm to the moral character of the nation is done 
whether Mr. Clay be the successful candidate or 
not. It is enough that the practice is established 
of allowing some political demagogues, or a con- 
vention of partizans who have no regard for the 
moral character of a candidate, to nominate one 

"for the highest office in the nation, who may be

In- 
deed we have a very high esteem for him, and it 
is on this account we feel it the more that he 
is allowing himself to engage in a work so much 
below the high and exalted position which his 
many virtues would lead us to expect him to 


sustain. 


We hope he will candidly review the past, ex-
